Women’s  Housing 

The  Senate  approved  its 
housing  committee’s  recom- 
i  mendation  for  room  charges  in 
I  residence  halls,  as  follows:  — 

j  1.  That  there  be  a  differen¬ 
tiation  of  room  charges  for  the 
residential  halls  dependent  on 
the  type  of  accommodation  a 
student  requests  and-or  is  as¬ 
signed. 

2.  This  differentiation  should 
be  based  on  the  number  of  stu¬ 
dents  the  room  was  designed 
to  accommodate  and  on  the 
physical  condition  of  the  hous¬ 
ing  unit. 

3.  A  reduction  of  room 
charges  of  25  per  cent  be 

.granted  to  students: 

a.  Housed  in  the  quadran¬ 
gle  housing  unit 

b.  Assigned  three  to  a 

room  designed  to  ac- 
commodato  stii< 

deoti; 


c.  Housed  in  inadequate 
rooms  which  were  never 
designed  to  accommo¬ 
date  students,  such  as 
ironing  rooms. 

4.  Providing  the  rooms  are 
available,  a  student  may  re¬ 
quest  a  single  room  for  twice 
the  same  cost  as  charged  dur¬ 
ing  the  summer  semester. 
Endorsement 

The  Senate  voted  to  endorse 
President  Nixon’s  administra¬ 
tion  poUcy  on  the  war  in  Viet¬ 
nam. 

Homecoming 

The  Senate  passed  two  rec¬ 
ommendations  made  by  this 
year’s  Homecoming  committee 
concerning  the  election  of 
Homecoming  queen:

“Frula,”  a  Yugoslav  folk  en¬ 
semble,  in  a  second  tour  of 
North  America,  will  present  its 
new  production  of  songs  and 
dances  at  8  p.  m.  Monday  in 
the  Charles  Johnson  Theater. 

The  troupe,  including  45 
dancers,  acrobats,  singers,  and 
instrumentalists, '  is  composed 
of  young  performers,  ranging 
in  age  from  12  to  28  years. 
They  were  chosen,  through  au¬ 
ditions,  from  the  best  young 
dancers  and  singers  in  the 
company  of  100. 

Dragoslav  Dzadzevic,  one  of 
Yugoslavia’s  top  athletes,  film 
stars,  and  dancers,  is  the 
founder  of  this  folk  ensemble. 
The  company  maintains  a 
training  -  school  to  which  ap¬ 
prentices  are  assigned  for 
years  of  intensive  preparation 
before  becoming  professional. 

“Frula,”  widely  acclaimed 
for  its  youthful,  good  •  looks. 


and  vitality,  has  attained  a  po¬ 
sition  of  international  promi¬ 
nence  achieved  by  few  dance 
companies  in  a  lifetime.  Ac¬ 
cording  to  Dzadzevic,  also  the 
choreographer,  “The  dance, 
especially  folkdance,  has  uni¬ 
versal  appeal.  Language  is  not 
a  barrier  for  us,  and  people 
are  mi>ch  the  same  the  world 
over.” 

In  competition  at  the  World 
Folk  Festival  in  Moscow,  the 
troupe  won  first  place  among 
the  entries  from  more  than  148 
nations.  It  has  attained  the  po- 
.sition  of  one  of  Uie  top  three 
folk  ensembles  in  the  workl 
during  a  brief  span  of  six 
years. 

They  will  include  in  their 
program  songs  and  dances 
from  Eastern  Europe  captur¬ 
ing  the  various  moods  of  Yugo¬ 
slavia's  inhabitants.  During  its 
fall  tour,  “Frula”  will  appear 
on  the  Ed  SuQivaa  Show. 


Other  projects  of  the  pro¬ 
gram  include  the  establish¬ 
ment  of  a  scholarship  grant- 
aid  program  for  debaters.  This 
has  been  coordinated  by  Dr. 
Robert  Foster,  college  presi¬ 
dent;  Mr.  Everett  Brown,  as¬ 
sistant  to  the  president;  Mr.

This  is  part  ot 
the  effort  to  encourage  pros¬ 
pective  debaters  to  explore  the 
facilities  at  Maryville.

This 
weekend  Glenda  Clariday  and 
Thelma  Kreiling  will  compete 
in  a  contest  at  the  University 
of  Missouri  at  Columbia.

As  dii'ector,  much  of 
tlie  job  of  maintaining  the  Den 
is  up  to  him. 

“Right  now  we’re  ti’ying  to 
think  of  ways  to  handle  this 
problem.  We’ve  ordered  new 
waste  cartons  for  -both  dens, 
and  we  might  possibly  put  up 
signs  reminding  people  to 
leave  a  clean  table.
